DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



1. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Zarreii (U.S. 5,726,867). 

2. With respect to claim 1 , Zarreii discloses a card casing comprised of a cover (Fig. 
2 element 14) and a frame (Fig. 7 element 13), and the cover being secured to the 
frame (Fig. 1 element 10) is characterized by that: 

(a) The cover approximately in a plate structure (Fig. 2 element 14), having on its 
peripheral provided multiple clamping bits (Fig, 2 element 19) and insertion bits (Fig. 2 
element 22) downwardly folded and substantially in symmetric arrangement (Fig. 2), 
and those clamping bits being curved inwardly toward the center of the cover (Fig. 2 
element 19) 

(b) The frame (Fig. 7 element 13) being provided multiple locking grooves (Fig. 7 
element 20) at where directly in relation to those clamping bits; and multiple insertion 
holes (Fig. 7 element 23) at where directly in relation to those insertion bits; the cover 
being pressed onto the frame; those clamping bits being locked into their respectively 
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locking grooves, and those insertion bits being inserted into their respective insertion 
holes (Fig. 1 element 10). 

3. With respect to claim 2, Zarreii discloses the card casing in according with claim 
1 wherein those multiple insertion bits are arranged at the rear end of the cover (Fig. 2 
element 22). 

4. With respect to claim 4, Zarreii discloses the card casing in according with claim 
1 wherein those clamping bits are arranged in symmetry on both longer sides of the 
cover (Fig. 2 element 19). 

5. . With respect to claims 5, Zarreii discloses the card casing in according with claim 
1 wherein a front hooker extends downwardly from the front end of the cover (Fig. 2 
element 24). 

6. With respect to claims 7, Zarreii discloses the card casing in according with claim 
1 wherein a front hooker is provided to the protruded tab (Fig. 2 element 24). 

7. With respect to claims 9, Zarreii discloses the card casing in according with claim 
1 wherein two corrugated hookers are respectively provided on both sides of each 
insertion bit (Fig. 2. element 24). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomris the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this OfTice action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Zarreii (US 5,726,867) in view of Bor-Ren (US 20040252466). 

9. With respect to claims 3, and 6 Zarreii discloses the card casing in accordance 
with claim 1 .however, Zarreii does not disclose expressly wherein at least one insertion 
bit is each provided on both sides of the front end of the cover and two protruded tabs 
respectively extend from both sides of the front end of the cover. 

The Bor-Ren reference, however, discloses a card casing having at least one 
insertion bit is each provided on both sides of the front end of the cover two protruded 
tabs respectively extend from both sides of the front end of the cover (Fig. 13). 

Zarreii and Bor-Ren are analogous art because they are from the same field of 
endeavor (card holder). 

At the time the invention, it would be obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to add at least one insertion bit and protruded tab on each side on the front end of 
the cover to the card casing of Zarreii. 

The suggestion or motivation for doing so would have been obvious in view of 
the teaching of Bor-Ren so that it could be easily for guiding the cover into the right 
position on the frame. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to combine Bor-Ren with Zarreii for the 
benefit of being convenient for snapping the cover into the frame to obtain the invention 
as specified. 
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10. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zarreii 
(US 5.726.867) in view of Klatt et al (US 6,272,017). 

As noted above in the rejections under 35 USC 102(b), Zarreii discloses the card 
casing in accordance with claim 1 .however, Zarreii does not disclose expressly wherein 
two ears are respectively provided on both sides at the terminal of the clamping bit in an 
inverse T shape. 

The Klatt reference, however, discloses a card casing having two ears are 
respectively provided on both sides at the terminal of the clamping bit in an inverse T 
shape (Fig. 2 element 18a). 

Zarreii and Klatt are analogous art because they are from the same field of 
endeavor (card holder). 

At the time the invention, it would be obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art to modify the clamping bit of the card casing of Zarreii by having two ears on both 
sides at the terminal of the clamping bit in an inverse T shape. 

The suggestion or motivation for doing so would have been obvious in view of 
the teaching of Klatt by having two ears on both sides at the terminal can be prevented 
from being easily released from the locking groove. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to combine Klatt with Zarreii for the 
benefit of increasing the holding strength between the cover and the frame to obtain the 
invention as specified in claim 8.
